All aboard for Senior Land! The Luxury Liner scheduled for four eventful stops 
had its starting point in 19 50 with ninety-three members as its passengers. Ten 
years earlier, in 1940 however, forty eight members of this group, eager for 
knowledge and adventure, had launched forth from Kindergarten Land on a small 
schooner.
